ot tame trmumphed through all 
the Army- ? 
Which was of the exquiſite 
ſeature of the Roman Lady Ame 
:1i:a,ot whom t'was ſaid, thar

1:0r equalize her, the citation 
here of each particular of her 
unparallehz'd worth , would 
appeare £00 teaious. Only ton- 
ccive this,thar the repo:t which 


flying fame did demoniſtrate,did . 
#till (olicite rhe Eares of young 
Alexto: infomuch, that it was 
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The Hifloryof Atxzxrto 
dcepely rooted in his heart, and 
the fruit which fprung from 
theiice, was his auly ſquared 
{fighes, whercby he was altoge- 
ther diſabled tro negociate his 
M:rtall affaires.

 heenamoured of her whom his

At which Sandrico laymp faſt |} 
hold upon that occalion, began 
r0 1mportune and requeſt him: 
by allthe permanent and untat- 

_ ned friendſhip, that fo liberally 
He had and did ſhew onhim, 
that hee wonld not conceale 
any longer that 1n obſtinacy, 
which might prove his utter 
ruine, but reveale 1t unto him, 
wherebyt might be a mitigati- 
on of his diftreſſe, vowing to 
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aud ANGELICA, 

participateof the fame, and allo 
co lend him che propagation of 
all his future and faichtull en-
